Federal personnel within the United States decreased 2,366 from 
the June total of 2,149,954 to the July total of 2,147,588. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense, there was an increase of 
770 from the June figure of 1,124,658 to the July figure of 1,125,428. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for July was 1,022,160, a decrease of 3,136 from the 
June figure of 1,025,296. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense increased 3 from the June 
figure of 1,842 to the July figure of 1,845. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 1,683 from the June figure of 387,204 to the July 
ficure of 385,521. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States decreased 382 from the June figure of 253,655 to the 
July figure of 253,273 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 1,074 from the June figure of 382,595 to the July 
ficure of 381,521. 


OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES

Outside continental United States Federal personnel increased 695 
from the June total of 183,940 to the July total of 184,635. 

A decrease of 92 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense from the June figure of 60,410 
to the July figure of 60,318. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense increased 787 from the June figure of 
123,530 to the July figure of 124,317. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 58 in overseas 
civilian employment, a decrease of 3. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 246 in overseas 
civilian employment from the June figure of 50,960 to the July figure 
of 50,714. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 1,144 in 
overseas civilian employment from the June figure of 41,968 to the 
Julv figure of 43,112. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 108 in overs 
seas civilian employment from the June figure of 30,541 to the July 
figure of 30,433.

Total industrial employment during the morth of July 1954 
decreased 1,478 from the June total of 673,589 to the July total of 
672,111. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other 
than the Department of Defense decreased 112 from the June figure 
of 26,672 to the July figure of 26,560 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment 1,366 from the June figure of 646,917 to the July figure of 645,551. 

The Department of the Army report da decrease of 1,133 from the 
June figure of 212,705 to the July figure of 211,572. Inside conti- 
nental United States, Army industrial employment decreased 1,118 
and outside continental United States, Army industrial employment 
decreased 15. 

The Department of the Air Force reported an increase of 745 from 
the June figure of 167,951 to the July figure of 168,696. Inside con- 
tinental United States Air Force industrial employment decreased 
470 and outside continental United States Air Force industrial em- 
ployment increased 1,215. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 978 from the 
June figure of 266,261 to the July figure of 265,283. Inside conti- 
nental United States Navy industrial emplovment decreased 876 
and outside continental United States Navy industrial employment 
decreased 102. 

The term ‘industrial employees” as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid 
by the Federal Government who are working on construction projects 
such as airfields and roads, and i shipyards and arsenals. It does 
not include maintenance and custodial employees

Table VI shows foreign nationals working under United States 
agencies overseas who are not included among personnel counted in 
any other table in this report and who are excluded from usual Federal 
personnel reporting because of the nature of their work or the source 
of the funds from which they are paid. This table was included in 
the report for the first time for the month of December 1953. In this 
and future personnel reports by the Joint Committee on Reduction of 
Nonessential Federal Expenditures they will be regarded as Federal 
employees to be counted along with but separate from regular 
employees.
